WILLIAM BENNETT: THE DRUG BIZARRE 


by Dean Latimer 


One of the first things William Bennett, 
now the Drug Czar of the Bush Ad- 
ministration, said upon being ap- 
pointed in 1985 by Ronald Reagan as 
Secretary of the Department of Educa- 
tion (DOE) was: “I do not think that the 
Department of Education is necessary 
for the education of the nation’s 
children.” Since he'll most certainly be 
handling ONDCP—the impossible 
acronym for the Office of National 
Drug Control Policy—exactly the 
same way he handled the Education 
Department for three and a half years, 
recreational drug users can relax. 
There will be just as much dope around 
for as long as William Bennett is Drug 
Czar. In fact, there will be more and 
more of it as time goes on, and it will 
get cheaper. 

A Kinder, Gentler, Creature 
Addicts of the Congressional Record 
knew months in advance that Bush’s 
Drug Czar would be just dandy for the 
dope trade; all they had to do was read 
the description of the job as it was 
legislated by Congress in the 
ferocious Anti-Drug Abuse Act of 1988. 

The original idea had been to create 
a new central super-bureaucracy to 
consolidate and control the drug 
related activities of 17 government 
agencies—from DEA narcs to Coast 
Guard swabs to Customs suitcase- 
tossers to Immigration undercovers 
and so on. The NDCP Czar would have 
controlled the budgets of all these 
agencies, and with full Cabinet-level 
access to the President, would 
assuredly have become the most 
awesomely powerful individual in the 
Administration. But since nobody real- 
ly wanted to have to deal with a person 
like that, the Drug Czar position Con- 
gress ultimately created turned out to 
be a much kinder, gentler creature. 

‘As NDCP Czar, William Bennett may 
attend Cabinet meetings if he wishes, 
and even sit in on some National 
Security Council sessions, but there’s 
No provision inviting him to speak at 
these affairs or for anyone present to 
necessarily listen to him. He gets to 
comment to President Bush on the 
budgets of these 17 agencies, but he 
sure doesn't get to set any of them. 
He's required to draw up a tough new

National Drug Control Policy every 
year, but no specific agencies are 
obliged to implement it. When he 
wishes, Bennett can target parts of the 
country as “High Intensity Drug Traf- 
ficking Areas,” but first he has to ask 
the DEA, Customs, Coast Guard and 
so on if they'd like to help clean them 
up. Best of all, he’s been authorized an 
embarrassing, low $3.5 million for the 
entire fiscal year of 1989; at the end of 


the year he might get $150 million more 
from the Justice Department, if he 
does nothing to displease them in the 
meantime, like try to boss any of them 
around. And no matter what a sweet, 
accommodating fellow Bennett turns 
out to be, his bureaucracy goes out of 
business in 1993 by the terms of this 
Act that created it: not a good, long- 
term power investment.

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BUST OF THE MONTH: GUNS N’ BUDS

Tom and Terry Hoyt seemed the typical 
Midwest couple. Terry was enroiled at 
the local university in Decatur, Illinois. 
Tom, an electrician with a 43 percent 
hearing disability, collected guns. 
Both Tom and Terry possessed valid 
Firearm Identification cards required 
by the state of Illinois. Neither of them 
had ever been in trouble with the law. 

In order to smoke quality marijuana 
without paying high prices and 
without supporting organized crime, 
the Hoyts decided to grow their own. 

Last March, Terry's sister agreed to 
look after their pets and plants while 
they vacationed in Florida. Several 
times, Terry's sister's boyfriend ac- 
companied her to the Hoyts’ house. 
Since he was considered aclose friend 
of the family, this didn't appear to be 
much of a problem. 

After the Hoyts returned, everyone 
joined together one night for dinner. 
There was some discussion about 
Terry and Tom moving to Florida, 
which upset the boyfriend, who feared 
Terry's sister would leave him and go 
to Florida with them. Hoping to pro- 
long the decision to move, he went to 
the police and told them about the 
plants. He added that Tom was mental- 
ly unsound and that he possessed “an 
arsenal of weapons, was trigger-happy 
and would shoot anything.” The cops 
immediately got a search warrant and 
prepared for a big marijuana bust 

On April 12, two nights after the din- 
ner, Tom was watching TV in the 
bedroom. (The volume was turned upin 
order tocompensate for Tom's hearing 
loss.) Terry had gone to sleep early. At 
about 11:30 Tom looked out the 
bedroom window and saw two armed 
men in his backyard. Since there had 
recently been several reports of prow- 
lers and attempted break-ins in their 
neighborhood, Tom woke Terry and 
got a gun; they waited silently on the 
floor of the bedroom. 

‘Suddenly, the front door burst open. 
“Get the fuck out of my house, I’ve got 
a gun,” Tom shouted to the intruders. 
There was no response. The sound of 
people moving around in the living and 
dining rooms continued. When a 
flashlight beamed into their bedroom, 
Tom fired, killing one of their cats. 

“Police. Come out with your hands 
up.” Tom uncocked the gun, came out 
and laid the gun on the kitchen counter. 
They were immediately handcuffed, 
arrested and taken to jail. 

Terry was charged with possession, 
even though Tom took full responsibili 
ty for planting and maintaining the 
crop of 37 plants, which ranged in size 
from 2% feet to newly rooted clones. 
She was subsequently convicted of 
felony possession and placed on one- 


| year probation—a mark on her police 

record that will remain with her for life. 

Tom's charges were much more 
serious. They included attempted 
murder, two counts of armed violence 
and felony possession of cannabis 
sativa plants. He was released from 
jail after three days only when his 
parents were able to remortgage their 
home and pay the $5,000 bail. During 
his trial, more than 20 letters of 
character reference were presented. A 
doctor testified to Tom’s hearing loss 
and to the fact that he could not have 
heard the cops announce their inten- 
tion to execute a search warrant from 
the front door of the enclosed porch at 
their home. 

On the charge of attempted murder, 
the jury returned a verdict of not guilty. 
But he was found guilty on the armed 


and the felony possession charge 
were later dropped by the state’s at- 
torney.) Tom was sentenced to six 
years in jail for attempting to protect 
his home and wife from what he be- 
lieved were prowlers. 

The Hoyts have appealed this 
sentence and are still waiting to hear if 
it will be granted. Inthe meantime, they 
have borrowed more than $15,000 for 
bail, attorneys’ fees and other costs 
related to the incident. Strapped for 
cash, Terry left college with only eight 
more classes to complete before 
receiving her degree. Due to negative 
publicity from the case, she has only 
been able to find a minimum-wage job. 

When asked what advice she would 
offer other growers, Terry Hoyt was 
quick to reiterate this frequent warn- 
ing: Dont let anyone know about your 
plants. “If my best friend is growing 
[marijuanal,” she said sadly, “I don't 
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cluded life. It prefers socializing with other members of its 


inbred species within the confines of yachts and country clubs. Away from the 
common folk, it enjoys whacking wooden balls through wire wickets and chas- 
ing scruffy forest animals on horseback without fear of being laughed at.

HOW TO MURDER A STORY 


IN ONE WORK

DEA’s claim that it rarely engages in 
deception won't wash, not after all the 
clear evidence of a pattern of 
deception. Credibility is our most 
important commodity, and the DEA has 
blown that. We've always had to 
instinctively deal with exaggeration on 
the part of government agencies. Now 
we'll have to be more skeptical and in 
every case assume they might be 
continuing that pattern of deception, of 
outright lying.

Itwas justa little matter of an 
aggregate ton of cocaine about which 
the Drug Enforcement Administration 
had lied to the Houston Post. The first 
batch, 952 pounds, had been seized in 
1984 by the lucky troopers of the Texas. 
Public Safety Department (the KGB-style 
sobriquet adopted in that Orwellian year 
by the Texas state police) at a roadblock 
outside of Houston, where the DEA 
agents and snitches who'd run it in from 
Colombia were fain to ditch it suddenly, 
after their stateside buyers had gotten 
wind that they were being set up fora 
sting. Then the same Federal narcs blew 
another jumbo shipment just last 
September, and had to suddenly dump 
into the lap of the Harris County Sheriff's 
Department a haul of snort 
unprecedented in the history of Texas 
law enforcement. To cover for both 
disasters, the DEA's public-information 
press-feeders collaborated with the 
Texas state troopers and Harris County 
Sheriff Johnny Kleverhagen to 

persuade the local media of Houston 
that these cocaine “seizures” were 
historic triumphs of law-enforcement 
intelligence and hair-trigger derring-do: 
historic narcotics interdictions that 
would once and forever cripple the evil 
influence of the murderous Drugs Lords 
of Colombia. And since the policeman is 
our friend, now more than ever in this 
everlasting War on Drugs, that’s how the 
Post enthusiastically headlined both 
seizures. 

Then on 27 November 1988, a 
Sunday, the Houston Chronicle dutifully 
explained everything: Every atom of that 
cocaine had been securely in the 
custody of the DEA and their 
confidential informants all the way from 
Medellin to Houston. The DEA had blown 
a couple of big cocaine capers, and

then turned them into public-relations 
bonanzas by feeding sexy lies about 
them to the War-on-Drugs-besotten, 
journalists of Houston. 

So, the next day, Monday, when they 

had to go solicit an explanation for 

| being made shamefaced chumps of by 
the DEA, the Houston journalists got a 
stiff dose of law-enforcement newspeak 
from Marion Hambrick, agent-in-charge 
of the Houston regional office. “It’s a 
very rare technique,” he lied about the 

| DEA's lying policy. “There are two things 

the DEA does not stage during its [fake] 

drug busts: it does not insinuate that 


Js it real or just another fake bust? 


there are no drugs and there are no 
violators.” Which is to say, they wouldn't 
be counterfeiting dope seizures and 
lying about them to the press if there 
weren't genuine Bad Guys out there, and 
any criticism of this practice was siding 
against the Good Guys. “We can’t 
‘expose what we do undercover,” 
Hambrick piously declared of these two 
undercover operations they'd screwed 
up so pitifully. “Should law enforcement 
not attempt to use its techniques to 
protect its sources and agents?” he 
asked indignantly. 

In this case, the DEA’s “sources and 
agents” had twice moved in colossal 
amounts of dope from Colombia, and, 
once they'd gotten it here, discovered 
that their designated sting targets were 
deeply suspicious of them, because 
some Bad Guy up near the top of the 
| industry had gotten word of the sting; 
| and so they'd dumped the dope on the 
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state and local cops, and then flim- 
flammed the local press into making it 
all look ultra-dramatic, so that at least 
no DEA agent involved would get 
demoted a whole pay-grade because of 
these catastrophes. 

‘Two days after this news came out, on 
30 November, the Justice Department 
initiated a top-level damage-control 
program to rehabilitate the credibility of 
the DEA press officers around the 
nation. Associate Attorney General, 
Francis Keating, who was just then 
prominent in the lists of potential 
nominees for the prestigious cabinet- 
level Drug Czar slot in the Bush 
Administration, pledged that he would 
personally investigate these rumors of 
DEA lying from top to bottom. Keating 
spent a few hours with DEA special 
agent William Alden, who'd just that day 
added the office of DEA chief press 
officer to his chores as Congressional 
Affairs liaison, and within 24 hours, 
Keating's investigation was terminated 
when he guaranteed the assembled 
wire-service press: 

“| have been assured that it is not the 
policy of the DEA to lie or mislead the 
media, nor is it DEA policy to 
misrepresent information to the media 
or the public in any fashion. |am 
satisfied that this is a wise policy which 
continues to be carefully followed.” 

The morons working for the 
Associated Press, having the previous 
day been assured that the DEA does lie 
to the press from time to time, reported 
that Keating had condoned this lying 
ploy as “a wise policy which continues 
to be carefully followed,” which put his 
Drug Czar slot in jeopardy. So 
completely did these morons misread 
Keating's assurance that the DEA never 
lies at all, that after they swallowed this 
crock of horseshit, they obsequiously 
asked DEA chief press-feeder Alden for 
his own views on this DEA non-policy of 
lying to the press. Alden responded 
basically that it was to protect their 
precious agents and snitches, and 
assured AP that in any case. the truth 
about such matters always come out in 
the course of the court trials anyhow. 
The AP saps, satisfied with this alibi for 
lying, asked no further questions, filed 
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the story and closed it for good. 


On 2 December 1988, the very day the 
Associated Press took this DEA-lying 
story “off-budget,” the Houston 
Chronicle reported an item that, in fact, 
had not come out at the trial of the big 
Colombian cocaine baron who'd 
ultimately been convicted of conspiracy 
to buy that 952 pounds of cocaine the 
DEA had moved to Texas in 1984. When 
this individual, Idanel Martinez of 
Medellin, had been busted in Texas for 
ordering that load of sting snort, he told 
his defense lawyer about two duffle 
bags that had come in from Colombia, 
which had disappeared into the hands 
of a particular DEA agent and his case 
snitch, and never wound up in the 
evidence bin. Then, when the pilot who 
flew that load to Texas, John Pershing 
Johnson, was busted a little later on in 
Arkansas, he told his own lawyer about 
the same two duffle bags, with the same 
weight of coke in them, going off with 
those same two DEA individuals, God 
knows where. Their respective defense 
attorneys, Steve Rozan and Randy 
McDonald of Houston, had dutifully 
reported these evidence-pilferage ~ 
allegations to the US Attorney on the 
case, and nothing had been done. When 
the Chronicle asked US Attorney Henry 
Oncken why he'd never investigated 
these two separate and matching 
misconduct allegations, Oncken replied 
simply that he'd never been “asked” to 
do so, except by a couple of criminal- 
defense lawyers. 

Meantime, the Post's readers were 
getting a nice, well-documented earful 
from a few other criminal-defense 
lawyers. One of them, Phil Green of 
Houston, showed them all the Freedom- 
of-Information-Act (FOIA) documents the 
government had turned over ina case 
involving two of his clients who'd been 
convicted of making quaaludes from 
1984 to 1986. In this endeavor, they'd 
been aided considerably by some DEA 
agents and snitches, who had furnished 
them all sorts of chemicals and lab 
glassware for the purpose. Whole 
suitcases full of boot-'ludes had gone 
forth regularly from their DEA-equipped 
lab, and the money for it had come back 
tremendous batches, until these guys 
were rich enough to retire from organic 
chemistry. A month after they'd shut 
their lab down, the DEA raided it, and 
turned up half a ‘lude stuck ina vacuum 
cleaner. “They sold every fucking pill 
they made,” said Phil Green, still 
chuckling when | called last December 
to confirm this incredible Houston Post 
story. “All except for that half a ‘lude in 
the vacuum cleaner. All the rest were 
eaten by the American public.” 

‘And while the Post that week wasn’t 
‘exposing this methaqualone caper, they 
were reporting on Corbett Mitchell, a 
46-year-old Houston truckdriver who'd 


just finished a stretch of Federal time 
for whipping up a few big batches of 
Texas speed with the DEA’s 
indispensable assistance and selling 
them to college kids in Austin and 
Bryan-College Station. Mitchell's 
criminal-defense attorney allowed him 
to show the Post all the government 
FOIAs released at his trial. showing that 
a DEA-controlled chemical shop on 
Harry Hines Boulevard in Dallas, a 
snitch-run outfit named MetroPlex. had 
furnished Corbett with the chemicals. 
the glassware and the very formula for 
bathtub speed, and then offered to send 
a DEA lab tech around to help him make 
the stuff. But Corbett was able to finish 
it himself, thank you, and it is not 
recorded whether any of the 
schoolchildren who wolfed down this 
DEA speed in Texas were any the worse 
for it. 


By the time these horror stories were 


uncovered by the Houston Post and 
Chronicle. the story was officially off- 
budget at AP and the New York Times 
meaning that they were not about to 
touch it, no matter how many new dead 
bodies were turning up. At least 
reporters at other papers around the 
country who'd seen the AP squibs on the 
DEA-lying part of the affair were still 
calling up the House Select Committee 
on Narcotics Abuse and Control 
committee press officer Bob Weiner had 
assured both the Post and Chronicle 
that House narco panel chairman 


Charles Rangel (D-NY) would be looking 
into this business of DEA lying, 
evidence-pinching and ferrying of 
bathtub dope to schoolchildren. But that 
was before 1 December, when Associate 
Attorney General Keating spread 
Reagan Administration teflon all over 
the story by affecting never to have 
heard that the DEA ever lied to anyone. 

After that day, anyone who called the 
House Narco Committee to ask what 
they were going to do about any of these 
atrocities got this swatch of newspeak 
from Bob Weiner: 

“We found that the DEA was 
protecting lives through traditional 
undercover methods, enabling their 
agents to reach the top of organized- 
crime cartels. Is it any different than any 
other method used to establish the 
confidence of criminals?" 

And if any reporter asked specifically 
about these two duffle bags of missing 
dope from that DEA-engineered coke 
haul in 1984, or about all those boot- 
‘ludes and speed batches leaking out of 
their sting artists to the campuses of 
America, Bob Weiner of the House Narco 
Committee would reply: 

“The Houston papers went out after 
the DEA for a couple of days in a row. 
But then they realized that the other 
papers didn’t make it a major story. It's a 
non-story.” 

And that, children, is why you never 
heard about any of this in your own local 
papers. This is how that is done. @

very two years the United States 

Congress passes legislation designed 

to win its members reelection by ad- 
dressing drug-related social problems. 
The 1988 Drug Bill, which you'll be 
hearing about for the next 18 months, has 
already been touted as the new tool with 
which to get tough on the user of drugs 
and provide better treatment and reha- 
bilitation for drug abusers. The hip thing 
for Congress is to be tough, but in a car- 
ing sort of way. 

This is the trend of the near-future. 
‘George. Bush already embraced it, as he 
addressed the “vision thing” by calling for 
“a kinder, gentler nation” just before he 
tan one of the roughest and most aggres- 
sive presidential campaigns in the last 25 
years. 

During the Reagan years, the prime in- 
novation in drug policy was the campaign 
to get tough on the user. After eight 
years of this, Congress decided it needed 
more control—over both the drug user 
and the President's men. The anti-drug 
crusaders now have more power to disci- 
pline the unruly populace which keeps 
importing drugs from ungrateful foreign 
countries. And they are also more ac- 
countable to Congress for what they do. 
If the US government wins the drug war, 
Congress can take credit for disciplining 
the executive branch. If they lose, then 
they will know which administrators and 
policies to blame. 

Specifically, they have created a posi- 
tion entitled “Director of National Drug 
Control Policy.”” Popularly referred to as 
“Drug Czar,” this official will be responsi- 
ble for preparing a “National Drug Con- 
trol Strategy Report,” which will annually 
‘outline long-range goals and “short-term 
measurable objectives” that can be “real- 
istically achieved” in a two-year period. 

Meet the Drug Dominatrix—deter- 
mined to control our lust for drugs by be- 
ing tough enough to discipline us into 
submission. 

‘Congress created the position of drug 
czar so someone would be responsible 


for coordinating the activities of the doz- 
ens of Federal agencies involved in the 
drug war (which also means there is a 
designated head to roll when they fail to 
get anywhere). However, given that the 
official policy is to create a “drug-free 
America by 1995” and that the officially 
stated unofficial policy is to create a cli- 
mate of intolerance and prejudice toward 
drug users, the drug czar will become the 
government's head lion tamer and star of 
the circus. 

Our dominatrix will first make the 
rounds of all the television talk shows

Promoting his new job, informing the 
public about all the new penalties con- 
tained in the Drug Dominatrix Bill of 


1988. He is actually required by law todo | 


this. Then he will join the President in 
putting together an international confer- 
ence on combatting illegal drug produc- 
tion. This will give the czar prestige, and 
make him or her seem cultured, diplo- 
matic and otherwise non-threatening to 
the majority of American citizens. 
Inaddition, the law requires the czar to 
deliver a National Strategy Report on 
how to effectively dominate druggies. 
Meanwhile, the administration will be or- 
ganizing three commissions designed to 
call more attention to the drug czar’s 
agenda. They are: National Commission 


on Drug Free Schools; President's Media 
‘Commission on Alcohol and Drug Abuse 
Prevention; National Commission on 
Measured Responses to Achieve a Drug- 
Free America by 1995. These commis- 
sions will consist of and listen to all the 
grand poobahs of the get-tough anti-drug 
movement; their reports will be used as a 
mandate for even tougher actions to be 
taken by Congress and the Administra- 
tion in 1990. 

The “Measured Responses'’ commis- 
sion is expected to recommenda uniform 
plan for states to adopt in fighting drug 
abuse, and suggest “appropriate penal- 
ties” for drug use. At the same time, the 
Justice Department has ominously been 
instructed to study “the feasibiliy of pro- 
secuting Federal drug-related offenses in a 
manner alternative or supplemental to 
the current criminal justice system.” Spe- 
cial treatment for special offenders 
mocks equal treatment under the law and 
is a trademark of fascism. 

Most of the proposals for making 
schools drug-free involve subjecting stu- 
dents to civil-rights violations. Similarly, 
most of the anti-drug crusaders’ attempts 
to use the media involve increasing cen- 
sorship or decreasing information in favor 
of propaganda. The call for a drug-free 
America by | 995 reeks with the alcoholic 
odor of hypocricy; the fine print specifies 
only illegal drugs are covered. 

The “Anti-Drug Abuse Act of 1988” 
sets the stage for additional excesses in 
the War on Drugs by creating new forums 
for demogoguery and a new role for ade- 
mogogue. Look for new assaults on pri- 
vacy, due process and individual 
responsibility, with a new, starring role 
for a dynamic, dominant leader who is 
dumb enough to take the part. 

Buried in the Drug Bill are calls for var- 
ious reports, which potentially will pro- 
vide the kind of information that can 
discredit the anti-drug policies currently 
in vogue. For instance, the Department of 
Health and Human Services is instructed 
to commission the National Academy of 
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Sciences to evaluate all the drug-related 
research programs the government is 
currently conducting. Congress has also 
begun to introduce peer-review to treat- 
ment services, and has asked for a study 
comparing the costs of different drug- 
treatment programs. They have re- 
quested an evaluation of various 
education and prevention programs as 
well as better statistics on the relation- 
ship between substance abuse and mental 
illness and more information about how 
juveniles are treated by the criminal jus- 
tice system. 

I've often characterized our work as 
applying the knowledge of social sciences 
to the making of social policy. We reform- 
ers are quite smug in our righteousness, 
adamant that existing pol 
work. Well, we have to prove it. The 
commissions and activities of the new 
drug czar will put the objectives of Fed- 
eral drug policy on record. It is our job to 
challenge the government's assumptions, 
recommendations and activities with cit- 
able facts, proven successes and diligent 
involvement. More important, we must 
pay attention to what the social scientists 
are doing and demonstrate the impossi- 
bility of reconciling compassionate and 
effective treatment with punitive 
suppression. 

Federal research programs are ob- 
sessed with drug abuse, yet little atten- 
tion is given to studying safe drug use and 
applying that knowledge to preventing 
drug abuse. Peer-review and cost com- 
parisons help reduce exploitation and 
profiteering in the drug-treatment field. 
Education and treatment programs pro- 
vide data for clarifying the impact punish- 
ment has, if any, on education. 
Investigating the juvenile justice system 
can’t but help us come to terms with 
whether or not this system is the right 
place to send young people with drug 
problems. 

If reformers are correct that drug use 
must be distinguished from drug abuse, 
that treatment centers exploit propa- 
ganda to overcharge clients, that punish- 
ment undercuts education, that drug 
abuse is most often a symptom of other 
problems, and that jail is no place for a kid 
with a drug problem—then these re- 
ports Congress has asked for will help 
‘Support our positions. when we go forth 
to challenge the inevitable Drug Bill of 
1990. 

Regardless of what you decide to do, 
'NORML members are busy at work 
fighting back. We have our own program 
‘of user accountability for the abusers of 
power. Let those who misuse their po- 
wer beware the wrath of a victimized 
public. @

The NeuroConsciousness Frontier. 

But, returning to the question at hand,

A fever, a blow to the head, a near- 
death experience; the ways are myriad 
Huxley, of course, used psychedelics, 
while his boon friend, the mystic and vi- 
sionary Gerald Heard, got there through 
an affinity for meditation. Joseph Camp- 
bell discovered the NeuroConsciousness 
Frontier (NCF) after immersing himself in 
the mythical imagination, whereas John 
Lilly, inventor of the float 'tank, found im- 
mersion in epsom salts to be just the 
ticket 

You can try holotropic breathing, you 
can strap a Synchro-Energizer to your 
brain, do some shamanic drumming or at- 
tend a Shirley MacLaine weekend. Chan- 
neling, much derided by the savants, is 
almost as old as drugs when it comes to 
accessing the NCF. C. G. Jung, after all, 
communed regularly with an entity 
named Philemon, and Socrates had an 
inner voice that used to feed him all sorts 
of information. Not all channels sound 
like Johnny Carson doing his Karnac skit.

The emigre Czech psychiatrist 


Stanislav Grof, who is probably the pre- 
eminent scientific researcher of non-or- 
dinary states of consciousness and who 
has strugaled for 30 years to scientifically 
quantify the NCF, lists approximately 40 
states that regularly befall the explorer of 
these transpersonal realms. 

You can, for example, experience past 
lives or meet a Spirit Guide (what Stan 
Grof calls a “Suprahuman Being"), but 
just as often there's a demon inhabiting 
your space, a wrathful deity, an image of 
the primal demiurge. Sometimes you find 
yourself in another universe conversing 
with aliens; or you suddenly become a 
tree, a frog, a piece of crystal; or you 


| stumble into a room where the evolution 


of the planet is being screened for some 
unseen mogul; or you wander through a 
garden full of Jungian archetypes, then 
enter a temple decorated with frescoes of 
our racial and collective experiences. 
Frequently you cease to exist altogether, 
having dissolved in the metacosmic 
void. 

It's not a place for neophytes, the

place for neo-hippies or neo-punks or 
silly-billy hopheads. If you want amuse- 
ment, stick with MTV. This is the real '60s 
head trip—20 years later. | happen to 
think it's one of the more intriguing games 
on the planet, but then I'm alittle weird by 


| current demographic standards. 


But wait, | imagine you're protesting, 
“Can't you give me a little more informa- 
tion? Aren't there any good guide 


books?” Indeed, yes—if anything there | 
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are too many. A whole wall of my admit- 
tedly small apartment is devoted to NCF 
literature, some as venerable as the Tibe- 
tan Bardo Thodol, others, like Grof's work 
and Ken Wilber's, just off the press. Alll of 
itis pretty rugged sledding 

| used to despair when asked to make 
recommendations. Then, one day a few 
months ago, the mailman brought me a 
partial answer in the form of a catalog for 
acompany called Sound Photosynthesis. 
As near as | can tell Sound Photosynthe- 
sis (which can be obtained by sending $2 
to Sound Photosynthesis, P.O. Box 2111 
Mill Valley, CA 94942) is the work of two 
demon archivists who've been bouncing 
around the world for the past decade or 
so tape-recording most of the important 
NCF explorers.

Consider this moment. 

It’s October 7, 1966, the day after the California law 
criminalizing LSD has taken effect. A delegation of 
hippies arrives at San Francisco’s City Hall. They carry an 
offering of morning glory seeds and supermarket 
mushrooms, which, they tell a bemused press corp, they 
hope to use to expand the consciousness of Mayor Shelly. 

Suddenly a group of antiwar activists, led by Jerry 
Rubin, chug up to hold their own press conference. 

The two groups stare at each other. 

It’s a 60s Rorschach: on one side of the Hall the 
activists, in work boots and jeans; across the way these 
golden-robed hippies; and in between. . . in between the 
antagonism is palpable. 

I mention this because the ’60s, like Elvis, are back, if 
only momentarily. The reason for this resurrection is not 
obscure: The leading age of the Baby Boom is now 42, 
mid-life crisis time. 

According to Daniel Levinson, who did much of the 
pioneering research on the psychological patterns of aging, 
the person in mid-life crisis, or, more clinically, mid-life 
transition (MLT), has three major tasks that must be 
resolved, beginning with a thorough and often nostalgic 
reappraisal of early adulthood. Thus it is psychologically 
inevitable that the Boomers are just now becoming 
entranced by memories of their rambunctious, criminal, 
excessive, and, nowadays, fairly embarrassing youth. 

The Boomers are in mid-career, and the psyche pauses 
for a long, frequently tormented look back. 

And out of this reflective moment flows the 
major task, the task of weighing and judging. Mid-life 
transition is a time when we touch base with the mostly 
forgotten illusions and aspirations of our youth, and decide 
which are exhuberant folly. Levinson describes it as a 
highly volatile moment, characterized by rapid swings in 
social outlook and values. Jobs, spouses, families, 
political allegiances, the habits of twenty years—all are 
frequently jettisoned. Which results in great pain, but also 
in the potential for what Jung called individuation, or ego- 
growth. Artists often produce their masterpieces during 
MLT. 

Thus, extrapolating from the personal to the social, you 
can chart a cultural echo- effect across the decades. Kids 
coming of age in the "50s start looking back in the 
seventies and the result is television shows like Happy 
Days, movies like American Graffiti and Star Wars, and 
eight years of Ronald Reagan, the epitome of the good- 
humored, not very swift "50s Dad. Another twenty years 
and we'll get to relive the ’80s in all its splendor. 

Of course most decades are pretty innocuous. What 
lingers in the memory are brand names, melodies, and the

interpersonal pain of growing up. Not the ’60s, however. 
This was a dangerous decade and so considerable effort is 
being expended to make sure we draw the correct lessons 
about what went on twenty years ago. 

Will the 60s be remembered as a degenerate time of 
lazy hedonism, dirty hair and loud music, a regrettable 
lapse into infantilism that dangerously impeded America’s 
imperial mission? That's certainly the wish of the 
conservative right wing, and in this they are quietly 
abetted by most of what might be called the corporate 
liberals. 

Or will the "60s be seen as a first step toward cultural 
regeneration, a period as remarkable for its appetite for 
moral exploration as for its courage in questioning 
authority? That, of course, is the position of the 
fragmented but still stubborn counterculture. 

I, with reservations, belong in the latter camp, which is 
why Levinson’s third task has a particular resonance for 
me. According to Levinson, certain polarities in the 
psyche must be explored and then resolved before an MLT 
can produce psychic growth. What polarities? Levinson 
isolates four fundamental equations that must be solved: 
the apparent contradictions between Young/Old, 
Destruction/Creation, Masculine/Feminine, and 
Attachment/Separateness. 

For the purposes of this essay, I'd like to focus on the 
latter, the Attachment/Separateness polarity, because it’s 
one that cuts to the heart of the counterculture’s failure in 
the late 60s to grow into an authentic cultural and political 
movement. 

It’s good to remember that the genuine risk-takers in a 
culture are always few and far between, except after the 
fact; afterwards a kind of french resistance syndrome 
pertains. 

The fact is, for every kid who wanted to seize power, 
dismantle the Establishment, and redistribute the wealth, 
there were at least ten others who just wanted to get 
through school, get laid, get a job, and get out of going to 
Vietnam. For every kid who grew their hair long, smoked 
dope, listened to rock music, and proclaimed an urgent 
longing to make a clean break with American society, there 
was a corresponding kid who drank beer, worshipped the 
local football team, and measured his or her personal 
worth by the car they drove. There were probably more 
little league ball players in America than all the members 
of the counterculture put together. 

Nevertheless for a few moments history did seem to be 
with these loud, longhaired Jacobins; a shiver did run 
through the Establishment. 

This would have been late 1966. Civil Rights were 
already a fait accompli, part of the legislative agenda, and 
the hot center had moved toward black power and the first 
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antiwar marches. SDS was four years old, the Haight-

They 
found the rampant materialism of the middle class 
repugnant. And although they were hazy on what they 


preferred instead, it certainly had nothing to do with a

So this, circa 1966, was the choice. Hippie or activist. 
A contemplative life predicated on the tenuous possibility 
of enlightenment, or a worthy struggle that would cleanse 
America of its racist, imperial: classist tendencies. 

But did it have to be this stark? Was there no middle 
ground? 

Allen Ginsberg certainly thought there was, and for a 
few months in late 1966 he devoted his considerable 
diplomatic talents to bringing about a detente between the 
two squabbling sides. Each needed the other to succeed, 
he argued. Without the activi: 
organization, the hippie dream would remain just another 
drug-induced fantasm. And unless the activists set out on 
the hippy path of expanded awareness, then their little 
march would end exactly as Leary was so fond of 
predicting. 

Ginsberg was just back from a poetry tour of the 
midwest, mostly the college campuses of the Big Ten. 
straightland supposedly, silent majority territory, yet he'd 
been startled to find the

A hot clear blue day, a perfect day 
for a party. And what a party. Twenty thousand energized 
heads listening to Jerry Rubin and Ginsberg and Tim. 
Leary and the Grateful Dead. For weeks afterward 
everyone was high and giddy with the possibilities—they 
really were going to sweep the old world up and put it on 
the shelf. 

It was like a pudding that thickened and thickened, but 
then didn’t jell. Gradually the high spirits drifted away, 
and so did the “60s. 

The leaders of the Boom were too immmature, too into 
their own trip, to overcome that old Attachment’ 
Separateness polarity.

Liz’s Garden 


Liz started a garden to keep 
herself supplied with primo 
buds. She wanted an efficient 
low eare system which would 
produce high quality buds 
without much effort. 

Since she did not have a lot 
of space to spare, Liz emptied 
a closet and prepared it to 
serve as a garden. She painted 
the 4'x 4’x 7’ closet flat white 
and installed a heavy plastic 
tarp on the floor to prevent 
water spillage. 

She hung a 400-watt high 
pressure sodium (HPS) lamp 
from a hook in the ceiling with 
a chain so it was adjustable. 

A 20 Ib. CO, tank and short 
interval timer were placed in 
the chamber to inject the gas 
into it. 

A hole was made in the wall 
to vent an exhaust fan 
connected to a thermostate- 


humidostat. This was designed 
to keep the room temperature 
in the 70s and the humidity in 
the 50s. 

An oscillating fan was 
placed in the room to keep the 
air circulating. 

Now it was time to start the 
seeds. Small rockwool cubes 
were placed in a tray and 
watered with a dilute solution 
of hydroponic vegetative 
growth stage fertilizer. The 
tray was drained of water so 
that only 1/4"-1/2" layer 
remained. 

A seed and a label were 
poked 3/8” deep into cach 
cube. The cubes were kept 
moist. The seeds, descendants 
of several varieties of Dutch 
seed, germinated in a few days 
and were ready for 
transplanting nine days later. 

The seeds were 


transplanted into round 6” 
diameter containers filled with 
pebble-sized crushed lava 
rock. The rock absorbs water 
and transports it through 
capillary action, much as a 
tissue moves water. 

Six containers were placed 
in each tray. An aerator was 
placed on the bottom of each 
of the five trays. Each aerator 
was attached to a gang valve 
which in turn was connected 
toa single small aquarium 
pump. 

The containers were 
watered from the top with a 
full-strength vegetative growth 
stage nutrient/water solution. 
About two to three inches of 
water was left in each tray for 
the lava to draw up, much like 
awick. When the water level 
went down in the tray, 
unfertilized water was added.

Party Animal?

James Danforth Quayle the 3rd is the 
kind of person David Letterman likes to 
call a “weenie.” In fact, the “Late Night” 
host, who hails from Quayle’s home state 
of Indiana, together with Johnny Carson, 
dumped on Quayle a total of 52 times 
during the 11-week period prior to the 
election, according to the Cente 
Media and Public Affairs.

Quayle’s admittedly less-than-stellar 


1966-69 undergraduate career, the New 
York Times last August wrot 
“He displayed what a political se 
professor described as ‘an ostentatious 
indifference’ to academics, starred on the 
golf team and became vice president of 
Delta Kappa Epsilon, an upscale 
fraternity given to hard partying. 

The Times then quoted Ronald Steele, 
a high school and college classmate of 
Quayle’s, who is now a journalism 
professor at the University of Maine: 
“{He] didn’t really stand out at anything, 
except golf—mostly he hung around the 
fraternity house.” 

Perhaps this explains the story that 
broke in the Milwaukee Shepherd in 
August.

Under the heading 
“Delta Kappa Epsilon” at the top of the 
page was this paragraph: 

“The Trip,’ a colorful psychedelic 
journey into the wild sights and sounds 
produced by LSD. was created by the 
men of Delta Kappa Epsilon for their fall 
house dance. Making an abrupt, more 
conservative change in the spring, the 
DKEs entertained their dates in formal 
attire in their newly remodeled chapter 
house. The house facelifting added a 
beautiful red carpet to the livingroom and 
wood paneling in the study rooms.” 

What are we to make of this 
inscription, DQ? As in the case of 
Kimberlin’s charge, we have to ask the

According to an unnamed college mate 
of Quayle’s interviewed by the Shepherd, 
“LSD was not served directly by the 
fraterni ;

article also explained that the so-c 
“Trip” party was the first-ever DKE party 
held without the guidance of a house 
mother. 

A month after the Shepherd story ran, 
Bill Lueders, news editor of Isthmus, a 
Madison, Wisconsin weekly, challenged 
the media for its lack of coverage of the 
DKE party. He complained that the press 
had rushed to investigate what turned out 
to be false accusations about Governor 
Michael Dukakis’ mental health, yet had 
totally ignored this new Quayle 
controversy. Later, when Brett Kimberlin 
spoke up about Quayle, again the media 
ducked for cover. “Quayle should have to 


ence 


give a public accounting,” Lueders 
contended. “I’m waiting.” 

So are we. Since Lueders’ column, 
which detailed his efforts to get the “Trip 
story out—for instance, he gave it to the 
Indianapolis Star, whose reporter Jo 
Ellen Sharp argued, “I just can’t imagine 
they would put something this blatant in 
the yearbook if it meant what you think it 
means,” and “[Quayle] comes right out 
and says he has never used marijuana 
and LSD,” then declined to run the 
story—only the Nation’s columnist 
Alexander Cockburn noted the DKE 
party in print. 

Fairness and Accuracy in Reporting’s 
executive director Jeff Cohen told 
Lueders: “Frankly, I couldn't give a shit if 
[Quayle] took acid, but I think it does 
raise a hypocrisy angle. I think it could 
be a potentially big story. Most people in 
his generation were doing that kind of 
thing. And I believe he’s on record 
porting the death penalty for crimes 
wolving drugs. So... think it should 
be pursued as much as it can.” 

Asked by ABC's Peter Jennings during 
the Republican Convention in August 
whether he ever smoked marijuana, 
Quayle answered, “I did not.” However, 
there is some evidence that Quayle was 
“leaning towards decriminalization of 
marijuana” during his tenure as a 
Congressman in the late 70s. Dennis 
Bernstein, the WBAI radio producer who 
conducted the interview with Brett 
Kimberlin which HIGH TIMES 
published in February, before the 
election, noted: “The Bush-Quayle 
campaign is now saying that Quayle is not 
in favor of legalization and that the issue 
will be worked out in conference, 
presumably after the election.” Bernstein 
has filed for Freedom of Information 
documents which could prove that 
Quayle, at one time, indeed supported 
legalization. 

During the controversy over Douglas 
Ginsburg, who lost his Supreme Court 
nomination bid because he admitted to 
smoking pot, Quayle told the Gary Post- 
Tribune: “I don't believe [marijuana use] 
in and of itself would disqualify him. But 
particularly the fact that he admitted 
using it in the late 1960s and as recently 
as 1978 or 1979, that is a factor. It was 
not just a youthful indiscretion. Had it 
been a youthful indiscretion, it would 
have been less significant.” 

So then are you saying, DQ, that your 
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own “youthful indiscretions” should not 
disqualify you from the office you now 
hold? We agree. Just because you 
smoked pot and did acid is not sufficient 
reason to disqualify someone from 
holding public office, no matter how high 
the position. We just want you to ‘fess 
up—open the door to others who are 
hiding in closets for fear of being 
revealed. Al Gore, who admitted he got 
high, is still the senator from Tennessee. 
What's preventing you from admitting the 
same? The shallow character that so 
many people who have known you say you 
inhabit? 

Let's take a look at some of Quayle’s 
other, more-publicized, “youthful 
indiscretions”: 


* The Draft. 


Six weeks before he was scheduled to 
graduate from DePauw in 1969, Quayle 
received a notice from the local draft 
board ordering him to report for a 
physical, which he did and passed. A 
supporter of the Vietnam War, Quayle 
then placed a call to his parents in 
Huntington, Indiana, saying, “I'd like to 
get in the National Guard.” It just so 
happened that his mother's father, 
Eugene Pulliam, owned both 
Indianapolis newspapers, the Star and 
the News, as well as the Arizona Republic 
and the Phoenix Gazette. Clearly a man of 
power, Pulliam pulled the necessary 
strings, calling a former commander of 
the Indiana Guard, who had once been in 
his employ. Not only did Pulliam land his 
grandson a spot in the Guard, but a cushy 
one at that. Instead of an infantry 
position, Quayle was given a “coveted 
slot in the headquarters’ public relations 
unit derived from his qualifications as a 
journalist,” the New York Times reported, 
“although military records show that Mr. 
Quayle later scored poorly on the 
proficiency test for military journalists.” 

“This was a very, very small unit,” 
James Newland, a reporter for the 
Indianapolis Star who served with 
Quayle, told the Times. “Our job was 
really so limited, a lot of puffy-type 
stories [written for the Indiana National 
Guardsman, a quarterly magazine}. It 
was fair to say that we worked hard when 
we had to, and played hard.” 

In his own defense, Quayle told the 
press: “The thing that attracted me to the 
Guard was I was able to go to law school 
as soon as possible.” 
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* Law School. 


As already mentioned, Quayle was an 
academic lightweight at DePauw, once 
scoring a D in a course in political 
science, his major. Quayle was rejected 
admittance to Indiana University’s main 
law school in Bloomington and initially to 
its night school program in Indianapoli 
as well. But Quayle persisted. He asked 
the admissions dean to make an 
exception for him. The dean relented, but 
not before requiring Quayle to take a 
special course designed for students 
whose grades and aptitude test scores 
were especially poor, Keep in mind we're 
talking about the Vice President of the 
United States 
‘The professor who gave the cout 
stated that while the course's objective 
was not exactly to attract minority 
students, he and some of his colleagues 
“hoped” this would be the result, The 
program, which lasted only two years. 
was termed a failure by the faculty and 
cancelled. But while it lasted Danny 
Quayle—hardly a minority student— 
reaped the benefits. He was accepted to 
Indiana University night law school in 
1969 and graduated in 1974. He and his

Ted Sendak. and 
arrange for an interview. Quayle got the 
job—an entry-level research assistant 
position. He stayed at that level for nearly 
two years until he was promoted to chief 
investigator of the consumer protection 
division.

It also 
turned out that all three congressmen _ 
voted against a crop insurance bill that 
Parkinson, who was employed by Texas

“We Were 
Just the 
Ultra-Crazies” 


by John Holmstrom 


A.J. Weberman is best known as the 
inventor of “garbology,” the research 
and examination of celebrities’ garbage. 
He was also very active in the late ’60s 
and early '70s as a political radical. After 
the Vietnam War came to a close, he 
turned his attention to the Kennedy 
assassination, and wrote Coup D'etat 
America based on his research. Today, 
he is still heavily involved in political 
activism, as a Jewish militant. 

This is the Latest in a series of 
interviews we're running to mark the 
15th anniversary of HIGH TIMES, the 
surprising endurance of the 
counterculture, and to honor the 
memory of Tom Forcade, founder of 
HIGH TIMES. 


HIGH TIMES: First I'd like to discuss 
garbology. There was a recent court 
decision in New York that allows police 
to check a person's garbage. Do you 
think you set a dangerous precedent by 
popularizing the idea? 

AJ. Weberman: That was a Supreme Court 
decision based on a California case. My 
work was quoted in a dissenting opinion, 
not in the majority opinion. I'm glad to 
see that garbology wasn’t used as an 
excuse to encroach upon the protection 
against search and seizure in the 
Constitution, which the Supreme Court 
seems to be chipping away at year after 
year. Instead, garbology was quoted by 
the one who dissented. 

My lawyer gave me a copy of the 
decision. He (the dissenting judge) 
showed that garbology, going through 
celebrities’ garbage without a warrant, 
was, in effect, an invasion of privacy, and 
he pointed to my work in going through 
celebrities’ garbage and publicizing it to 
illustrate that fact. 

Essentially, garbology is the close 
study of garbage and its origins. There 
have been a lot of garbologists. The

thousands of homeless garbologists who 
roam the streets going through garbage, 
looking for cans to turn in to the 
supermarket. I was thinking of starting a 
union of garbologists, instead of being 
just garbage pickers, they could all 
become garbologists for a small amount 
of dues. But it’s kind of hard to squeez 
money out of the homeless, so I've given 
that one up. 

HT: What's the difference between a 
private individual like yourself 
examining garbage and the police 
examining garbage? 

AWW: I don’t use it a idence in court. I 
just bring it forward in a court of public 
opinion. I'm not trying to prosecute 
anyone. For example, I found pot seeds 
in Tony Curtis’ kids garbage. I didn’t go 
to the police and say, “Hey, this guy’ 
smoking pot. Go in and break his door 
down and throw him in jail and have him 
homosexually raped and tortured.’ 

HT: But you did identify syringes in Bob 
Dylan’s garbage. 

AWW: Somebody put the syringes next to 
the garbage. I picked them up and made 
that very clear. Obviously Dylan 
wouldn't leave rusty syringes around. 
But all these guys were using heroin 
back then. I hung out with John Lennon 
for hours and hours when he was using 
heroin. I couldn't ascertain anything 
different about him. Of course, I was so 
crazy at the time that you had to be a 
junkie to hang out with me and to be 
doing what we were doing—harboring 
fugitives, starting riots, allegedly 
trashing government installations— 
things of this nature. You 


outside the world. You had to be far out 
in one way or another to take these kinds 
of risks. Ifyou were taking risks 
shooting junk, snorting it, or wh: 
then hanging out with me was a minor 
risk 

Politics are generally killed by heroin, 
but sometimes you have addicts that 
have it together, and are more likely to 
participate in illegal activities. It came as 
abig surprise when I read Albert's 
(Goldman’s) book—that Lennon was 
using heroin. When I look back at his 
songs now, it all makes sense: 
“Happiness is a Warm Gun"; 
“Everybody's got something to hide 
except me and my monkey.” In 
Revolution 
‘alk about destruction you ca 
me out.” But Lennon said “in. 

In Albert's book, Lennon introduced 
me to Someone who was smuggling 
hashish from Europe to the United 
States via Canada, selling it here, using 
the money to buy guns on the black 
market here, then shipping guns back to 
Ireland for use by the Irish Republican 
Army. This guy was hanging around with 
Lennon. We got introduced, and he 
called me on an international line. Later, 
when I got my NSA (National Security 
Administration) Freedom of Infor 
files, I got one page regarding the 
international phone call. It was 
monitored by the NSA, and the 
discussion of whether or not anyone 
wanted to buy 50 pounds of hash had 
been deleted. The guy called us up from 
Ireland. He was a heavy duty guy. 
Lennon introduced me to him. And I

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introduced Lennon to Noraid, which is 
the Irish Northern Aid Committee. I'm 
told it was a front for the IRA. And he 
gave them a lot of money. They were 
very brave. 

The guy was using smack. This 
explained a lot of the times I went over 
there. Yoko says he’s depressed and 
won't come out of the back room. That's 
when he was high and they didn’t want 


for sale of acid, possession of pot, and 
other things in Madison, Wisconsin. So 
we had Free Dana Beal benefits. We 
raised money at the Hotel Diplomat 
Tom had the New York Dolls play—it 
was one of their first appearances.

Heroin use was very widespread 
among rock stars then. Jimi Hendrix. Jim 
Morrison, Hendrix definitely.

I remember when he was 
discovered at the Café au Go Go and 
brought to England. I told Jimi, “Well, 
man, it looks like you're going to make 
it.” He said, “Yeah. Now I'll have enough 
money to take every drug there is.” 

Jimi was a crazy guy. He was working 
with Abbie Hoffman, mailing out joints 
to Congressmen, I'm sure Abbi 
going to mind me saying this beca 
statute of limitations is far past. Abbie 
wouldn't care anyway, really. So there 
was another junkie who was political 
Jimi had reached a certain level of far- 
outness and self-destruction where it 
didn’t fucking matter if you had every 
government agency down on your case. 

But then we were super ultra pure at 
the time, We were totally whacked-out 
anarchists, We were just the ultra- 
crazies, So we started the Zippies, which 
was good because it brought the level of 
struggle up another notch. In other 
words, the Yippies had become a 
conservative group. They were the old 
guard. We were the young turks. 
HT: You helped start the Zippies with 
‘Tom Forcade? 
AWW: I was one of the chief Zippies, man. 
Whose idea was it? 
AWW: It was Tom's idea. To start. The 
Yippies were staying in this fleabag 
hotel, writing a book and getting a lot of 
money. We were camping out in 
Flamingo Park. We were getting money 
from John and Yoko to express 
ourselves down there, and start riots, 
basically. We were very unhappy with 
the genocide that was going on. We were 
going to give the government as much 
trouble as we could. Make the cost of the 
Vietnam War as high as possible. 

Before that, Dana Beal was locked up 


year it got bigger. By the tine 1972 came 
around, we had tremendous numbers of 
people. 

HT: How many? 

AW: Twenty thousand. It blew me away. 
Aron Kay did most of the leafletting—a 
little kid in a high chair, all tied up, being 
forced to smoke pot by a degenerate- 
looking hippie dude. The next year, we 
had someone in an iron lung smoking 
pot. And on these leaflets, we'd put 
“Admit One to the Smoke-In.” It was just 
the right size to fit in subway car 
advertising, and we gave them out. 
People would give us contributions, and 
all the money was saved and the Yippies 
bought a couple of pounds of pot with it 
Apparently they got the cheapest pot you 
could get. Hundred and fifty a pound. No 
one wants to get people too stoned at 
Smoke-Ins, in case the cops attack. 

HT: What about the Rock Liberation 
Front? David Peel told me about that last 
month. 

AIW: We thought rock music wasn't 
radical enough. We were really 
responding to the contingencies of the 
war in Vietnam, So we started a group to 
radicalize rock singers and straighten 
out the rock scene. Forcade pointed in 
the direction of Allen Klein (former 
manager of the Beatles and Rolling 
Stones). He said, “Here's a fucking 
hippie hood swine.” New York magazine 
claimed that Klein was skimming profits 
from the Bangladesh concert. Eventually 
he was indicted for not paying taxes on 
those profits by the Feds. So we figured 
if you had to rip off money from people 
who were starving in Bangladesh, you 
must be a pretty hungry dude. So we had 
afree lunch program for music 
executives, modelled after the Black 
Panthers’ free breakfast program. We 
came in with a whole bunch of rotten 
fruit and dumped it all over the place, 
and threw it all around. Tom Forcade 


was there, dressed in black with some 
crazy hat on. 

So this guy, Jody Stecker, comes out. 
He believes in Allen Klein and thinks 
these are a bunch of lies and everything. 
He says, “You're the ones stealing the 
food from the kids, doing this!” And I 
say, “No man, it's your boss that's 
ripping off the food.” So I hauled off and 
punched him in the jaw. 

HT: When did you leave the Rock 
Liberation Front? 
AIW: I gave it up when I began to study 
the Kennedy as: ation, around '73. I 
devoted all my time to that. I'd spend a 
lot of my time in D.C. at the National 
Archives. I was pretty well immersed in 
that, and after that my book, Coup Detat 
America, came out. 
HI: So who killed Kennedy? Who did you 
finger? 
AWW: I fingered E. Howard Hunt and 
Frank Sturgis, and a guy whose 
pseudonym is “Dan Carswell.” It’s 
basically the Central Intelligence Agency 
plot—pictures of tramps picked up on 
the scene of the Kennedy assassination 
who strongly resemble Howard Hunt and 
Frank Sturgis and a third man who's a 
CIA guy who was arrested in Cuba after 
Castro took power. 
HT: What do you think of the recent wave 
of books about the Kennedy 
assassination? 
AWW: I'll have to read that book, Libra. It 
sounds interesting. The latest book I 
read was The Spy Who Got Away. It's 
about Edward Lee Howard, who was a 
pot smoker, drug user, was admitted to 
the CIA and was fired when he failed the 
lie detector test. He was in some petty 
thievery. So he became disgruntled and 
sold a lot of information to the Soviets 
about American counterintelligence 
operations in Moscow. He got away and 
he’s now in Moscow, or Hungary, or 
someplace. He defected to the Soviet 
bloc. After that the CIA was more down 
on potheads. Before that, if you used pot, 
they'd say, “Okay, but now it's got to 
stop. You have to do CIA.” Now, they 
look back on people's drug use, and 
they'll disqualify them for using pot. 
HT: What ever happened to the Dylan 
Liberation Front? 
AW: That pretty well ended. There's 
really no accounting for Dylan that 
much, anymore. He's on his own trip. He 
hates me. He'd just love to see me locked 
up in a state or federal prison. 
HI: [bet a lot of people still hate you for 
examining their garbage. 
‘AW: I was pretty well known among 
celebrities at the time. They were all 
afraid to put out their garbage because

Aperson could use the Amiga as 
a design sketchpad, then transmit 
the design to bigger computers 
for photorealistic drawings or 
animations. Soon, an full-featured 
Amiga computer, which costs a 
few thousand dollars, will be used 
to create animated special effects 
for TV production that currently 
cost hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 

AMUSE (AMiga USEr’s 
group): 

A strange group of people 
gather at the School of Visual Arts 
in New York. Some wear battle- 
torn jeans, grungy sneakers, 
strange jewelry, and long hair.

Scattered throughout the crowd 
are identifiable “computer 

nerds.” 

One hundred or so people are 
gathered together for a meeting of 
AMUSE, the Amiga User's Group. 
‘The only thing everyone has in 
common is that they own, or want 
to own, an Amiga computer. 

There is a table on a small 
podium with an Amiga computer 
and some hardware. Two large- 
screen video projectors and a 
couple of TV monitors show a 
surreal animated movie. A photo- 


profile of a young man’s face 
appears. A hand grabs the nose 
and stretches it until the nose is 
six feet long. The fingers release 
the nose and it bounces back to 
normal. The animation runs over 
and over again in a seemingly 
endless “loop? 

Joe Lowery slides into his intro 
for this evening's agenda, like a 
stand-up comedian delivering a 
monologue. After an eclectic 
question-and-answer period, the 
show begins. 

The auditorium becomes very 
quiet as Vincent Bilotta and Bill 
Wright, from Mission Graphics, 
set up a camera and a tripod. A 
computer-generated drum kit 
appears on the video projectors 
and TV monitors. While Bill 
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works the computer, Vincent fools 


around with the video camera, 
and invites people from the 
audience to come up on stage. A 
volunteer steps up on the stage. 
When he waves his arm, at 
Vincent's instruction, his hand 
beats on an imaginary drum kit 
that hovers around his body. He 
can’t see it, unless he watches the 
video screen. On the video 
monitors, everyone can see the 
computer drum kit, as well as the 
live video image of a real 
person—the volunteer from the 
audience. The video camera, 
operated by Vincent, sends his 
hand signals to the compute 
drum kit, which “lives in” Bill's 
computer. 

At first, it's all the volunteer can 
do to beat on the video drums, 
but he plays around a bit, and 
soon finds a way to make a little 
music. It’s fun—like a video game. 
Bill deletes the drumkit from the 
video screen. He replaces the 
computer drums with a computer 
string harp, and the volunteer 
plays that a little less successfully. 
It's still fun, though. While people 
line up to play with the latest 
computer toy, Vincent fields 
questions about the system. 

“What is this thing?” 

“It's software called Mandala, 
and it’s hooked up to a Live! 
digitizer and a video camera.” 
Vincent answers. 

“How much does it cost?” 

“About seven hundred dollars,” 
Vincent answers. “With the Live! 
system, an Amiga, the video 
camera and tripod, the whole 
package costs about $1500.” 

An hour later, the 
demonstration is over, and most 
people grab their coats and leave. 
The few dozen or so who stay 
learn more about the Mandala, 
get technical questions answered, 
or make business connections. 

One of the most helpful people 
to stay behind and answer 
questions is Henry Lowengard. 
He is the author of some of the 
most adventurous and inspired 
music programs (RGS and LYR) 
in existence, which he generously 
contributes to the Public Domain. 


(Unlike commercial software, 
which sells on the market for a 
hundred dollars or so, Public 
Domain programs are free to be 
given away, in the same way that 
’60s utopians felt that food, 
music, and pot should be free for 
everyone.) Henry is also the 
author of several witty 
animations, as well as a virus 
protection program that plays the 


theme from “Looney Tunes” when 


no virus is found in your 
computer. He is not alone in 
sharing his knowledge and 
expertise with others in the 
computer community. The critical 
thing to understand here is that 
there is an environment, an 
attitude, and a sub-culture which 
thrives on this machine, and who 
are dedicated to pushing its limit 
way beyond whatever it might 
have been intended for.

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RETURN OF THE RETURN OF THE CANNABIS CONNOISSEUR 


After a year-long vacation, D.C. is 
back with the promised indica/sativa 
debate. He also promises not to 
disappear again and even asks for 
more reader-mail, even though he only 
picks it up once a year. Oh well, 
welcome back D.C! 


Indica and Sativa; Hey D.C., what's 
the story? 

By now anyone who is a regular 
reader of High Times should know 
well the differences between indica 
and sativa. But sometimes these 
differences are not always so 
pronounced in a particular product. 
Why should the average consumer 
care? Well, when you're laying out 
between $200-$300 (and even 
more) per ounce you should know 
what you're getting or at least have a 
pretty good idea of it. 

Unfortunately most people have 


very little idea of what they're getting. 


Unless they get their product directly 
from a grower or a friend of a grower. 
And even that doesn't always help 
because quite often growers are not 
always exactly sure what they have. 
Even when a grower seems quite 
confident, he or she may not always 
be right. 

Sativa is usually thought of as a 
tall lanky plant with long distances 
between the budding sites. On 
average they are late to maturity and 
have been here in the US for several 
hundred years. Of course when 
‘Sativa was introduced into this 
country it was in the form of hemp. 


Virtually new to the US is cannabis 
indica which was brought into the US 
from the mid to late '70s up until the 
early '80s by various hippies and 
smugglers visiting, working, or living 
in the Afghanistan area. 

Pure cannabis indica is a stout 
bushy plant. Grown outdoors it is no 
more than 3-5 feet tall, although 
there are certainly exceptions to this 
tule. Cannabis indica, most of which 
originates from Afghanistan, has 
been bred for hundreds of years by 
the Afghanis for hashish production 
To smoke a dried “bud” of cannabis 
indica in Afghanistan to the Afghanis 
would seem pretty stupid. They 
would want to know why someone 
would smoke such a crude 
unfinished product—the finished 
product being high quality Afghani 
hashish, to them the product of 
choice. Eventually though, a few 
visiting Americans begged to differ. 

As | stated before, cannabis indica 
was generally introduced to the US 
in the mid to late '70s. By then indica 
was becoming fairly well known 
among the more hip and 
knowledgeable growers. However 
indica growing and usage in the US. 
started even earlier than that. 


One of the first places that indica 
was being grown by a substantial 
amount of people was in the Pacific 
northwest. More specifically Seattle, 
Washington, which is actually the 
home of indoor indica growing. 
Some smart individuals in the early 
"70s were probably wondering what 
those bright lights outside of 
warehouses, used to light up the 
grounds for security, would do inside 
on the new strain of seeds they just 
brought back from a trip. You see, 
in Seattle they get a lot more rainfall 
than most cities and growing 
marijuana outside successfully is 
very difficult. These individuals 
probably figured if their fluorescent 
lights could now grow Colombian 
and Mexican strains inside so well, 
what would these 1000-watt high 
intensity discharge lamps do for the 
new indica strains? 

Well by now, the rest is history. but 
the very first indica strains in the US 
were found in Seattle and eventually 
walked their way down through 
Oregon into California. By the time 
these strains reached California in 
the mid-'70s they were still widely 
unknown, but all of that was to

First find a place to plant, preferably a 
few miles from town. Don't plant in your 
backyard, I've known too many people 
busted for growing there. 

Till the ground, add nutrients and soak 
it with water. 

Plant the seeds and cover with clear 
plastic. Hold down the plastic edges with 
Tocks, branches or gravel. Cover the

‘The plastic becomes a mini- 
greenhouse. It keeps the seeds moist so 
that watering is required less frequently.

Seeds produced from these hybrids 
will be F2 hybrids and will not be 
uniform the way F1’s are, In the 
‘second generation the genes are not 
uniform the way they are in the first 
generation, so the plants will differ 
greatly in their characteristics. By 
breeding the plants best adapted to 


your area and selecting for potency, 
the plant variety can actually be 
improved over the generations.

I'm trying to construct a grow room ina 
house and hide it from the very anti-dope 
other people who live there.

First, you should reconsider whether 
your idea is really wise. What are the 
repercussions should these people 
discover your secret garden? If they 
are serious, then 

As far as a silent gardenis 
concerned, you have several options. 
Growing in containers with a soil or 
soilless mix or using a passive 
hydroponic system such as the 
reservoir or wick system will make no 
noise. Any fan or ventilator is bound 
to create some noise, but large 
bladed overhead fans are almost 
silent. 

The lights are the hardest part. 
Aside from using incandescents or 
‘quartz halogen lamps, which are very 
inefficient sources of light, 
fluorescents with high quality fixtures 
are the least noisy lights. You might 
be able to dampen the sound using 
acoustic tile, insulating material or 
‘styrofoam. The ballast is the source 
of sound of MH and HPS lamps. If it 
can be isolated, the noise problem 
would be eliminated. Putting the 
ballast in a sound-proof boxis nota 
solution because of the heat buildup. 

Odor can be eliminated using a 
negative ion generator. 


RUBBING 
ALCOHOL?

| have been using grain alcohol 
(Everclear) to make oil from the leaves. 
Can use rubbing alcohol in its place? It 
would be a lot cheaper.

Why would you want to switch froma 
relatively benign substance to one 
spiked with poisons? The poison 
evaporates with the alcohol, but if 
there is any alcoho! left, the poisons 
remain.

Q: When did you start doing The World? 
A: The World is just the name of the 
series that Ryko is releasing. I guess it 
started in the late '60s. Dan Healy, the 
sound mixer of the Grateful Dead was 
actually my mentor. He taught me about 
Nagra recording, and we went out in the 
field to record the Inverness Jazz 
Festival. 

Q: Which Jazz Festival? 

A: The Inverness, the music festival in 
San Francisco. I learned the procedure 
and I found that it was something I'd like 
to do technically. Also I liked to listen 
back to these musics, ‘cause they were 
never recorded well. Most of these 
musics were never really paid attention 
to, as far as recording technique. So I 
used to listen to this old Folkways stuff 
which was terrible, you know with all the 
hiss, and the pops, and the clicks. It 
became sort of like my wine cellar, you 
know, a personal collection of the 
world’s music that fascinated me. 

Q: What did you start with? 

A: What was the first thing I recorded? 
God, I don’t remember. 

Q: What was the first band? 

A: [don't remember. [t was so long ago. It 
was in the '60s. 

Q: What's in the Nubian Desert to record? 
A: The music of the Bedouins. We record 
the music of the desert and the river. 

Q: How do they compare? 

A: One's dry, and one’s wet. You know 
there are different songs about different 
things. The rhythm of the desert isn’t like 
the rhythm of the water. It’s really hard to 
talk about unless you want to get 
technical, which nobody will 
understand. You've got to listen to it. 
Listen to the music of Upper and Lower 
Egypt. Side one’s the river, side two's the 
desert, and you'll see. One's hard and 
relentless, and biting, and right in the 
middle of your third eye, you know, just, 
like the desert, and the other is soft, 
calm, flowing and melodious, just like 
the river. 

fou went to the Arctic tundra? 

We went to the Arctic Circle and 
recorded the hoop drum music. 

: How many different peoples have you 
recorded? 

A: T've never counted. 

n, twelve, 15? 

jo, no more than that, I would say 


around 50. 
Q: Is there a library for this at the 
Smithsonian? 

A: Last year, Folkways was given to the 
Smithsonian and now it’s called 
Folkways-The Smithsonian Records, 
which I'm technical director of. 

Q: You are? 

A: Yes, There's over 2,000 records there. 
Not necessarily 2,000 cultures, 2,000 
records that are now my responsibility to 
bring into the digital domain. See it’s all 
in analogue on the glass mat acetates, on 
old tapes, and bits and pieces here and 
there. Tony Seeger, who's Pete Seeger's 
nephew is the curator. Tony and Tom 
Venom, who's the leading ethno- 
musicologist at the Smithsonian, asked 
me to supervise the transfer of this 
catalogue into the digital domain. The 
first one coming out is called “A Shared 
Vision.” Remember, this is the treasure 
trove of our nation. Who we were, who 
we are, and who we will be. 

id they give you the keys to the vault? 
feah, sort of. | advised them not to 
touch anything at first. I said don’t play a 
thing because these things could 
crumble. They're just archivists, now 
they're moving into understanding about 
the preservation of these things. My 
expertise in the digital domain, using 
tape and digital equipment, and my 
interest in ethno-musicology was a 
natural bridge for them, So I was the 
logical person to ask, since I'ma 
research associate at the Smithsonian. 
Q: You are? 

Vell, I do all my research there for the 
World. You can't do research without 
going to the Smithsonian, 

What's down there? 

Everything. Our whole past. All the 
shards, the remnants that they have been 
able to preserve or put into a safe place. 
I'm designing a work station for them to 
be able to take their tapes, and as they're 
playing them for the first time, run it into 
the digital domain, put it right on toa 
1630 pneumatic. So, that it's always 
preserved. Then, I take the pneumatic 
1630 and bring it to Sonic Solutions. 
Sonic Solutions is a company in San 
Francisco, an offshoot of the Lucas 
phenomenon. It's a computer that can 
see the hiss, the clicks, the pops, the 
buzzes and differentiate them from the 
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sound, the signal. So, I put it through the 
computer, and on the other end it comes 
out cleansed. So, I'm able to put it onto a 
compact disc, and it shines. It still 
preserves the integrity of the music. So 
that's what I've been up to as far as that 
goes. The Ryko dise is a whole separate 
thing in a way, and yet it’s similar. It deals 
with world music, but it's another 
project. 

Q: How many records are there in The 
World series? 

A: Twelve, initially. The first six are 
coming out now. 

Q: How much rock ‘n’ roll is in the 
Smithsonian? 

A: I don’t know. We haven't really looked. 
First we're trying to get to the tip of the 
iceberg. Release some of the popular 
works, and let everybody know that this 
exists. 

Q: Can you get a master list of what's 
down there? 

A: Of course. I have it somewhere, but it's 
not everything. Some of them aren't 
catalogued. 

Q: How much time do you have to do 
that? 

Well, you know other people are doing 
the work, I mean actually going into the 
box and picking it out. Then I take it and 
Isend it to my engineer. My engineer 
does it. I follow the steps but I don’t 
physically pulll it out of a box. I don’t 
have enough time to do that. 

Q: How many dates a year does the Dead 
play? 

bout 80. I have a lot of energy. It’s the 
way I love to live. Music all the time. I 
keep my whirlpool of sound. I also like 
the sound of silence, it's a real treasure. 
It’s really precious after hearing things so 
loud. 

Q: When did you ever get time to write a 
book? 

A: I've been writing it for between five 
and seven years. I'd get up in the middle 
of the night, and not be able to sleep and 
write it. An ethno-musicologist of the 
highest order steered me to a lot of 
works about percussion which are only 
for scholars, usually written at the turn 
of the century. Much of the work hasn’t 
been translated, so our legacy is 
bankrupt.

Almost any pre-emergent herbicide 
such as paraquat or atrazine will harm 
plants. Roundup is usually used in 
the fall, but is also used in the spring. 
Once the pre-emergents are de- 
activated, usually within a week, the 
field can be planted. Any herbicide 
lethal to dicots will hurt marijuana. 

Since herbicides are applied more 
selectively now, between the corn 
plants and not the rows, it may be 
possible to plant even before the 
fields are treated.

discovered a way to do it for pennies. 
Swing it 

| set up the mover using a few fish-eye 
screws and 40 Ib. test fishing line. | tied 
the line to the fan guard on one side and 
to the light's chain, about 2” below the 
hook holding the light on the other side. | 
adjusted the line so that it gives a gentle 
tug on the chain. Too much resistance 
will eventually wear out the oscillating 
gear of the fan. On most fans one side of 
the arc is stronger than the other, so that 
should be considered. With a little bit of 
experimenting you should be able to get 
your light to swing gently back and forth 
or even ina circular pattern. My lamp 
has been moving over a 5’ diameter for 
over a month now.

Usually gardeners supply their 
gardens with between 15 and 20 watts 
per square foot. A 1000 watt lamp in 
other words usually covers a garden 
between 7 and 8 feet square. 

The 250 watt HPS is a very bright 
light for the garden. It's okay to use as 
long as the plants are not being 
burned from it. A more appropriate 
size would be a 150 watt lamp.

The Anglo-Saxon farmers had 
scarce conquered foothold, 
stronghold, freehold in the Western 
wilderness before they became 
sowers of hemp—with 
remembrance of Virginia, with 
remembrance of dear ancestral 
Britain. Away back in the days when 
they lived with wife, child, flock in 
frontier wooden fortresses and 
hardly ventured forth for water, 
salt, game, tillage—in the very 
summer of that wild daylight ride of 
Tomlinson and Bell, by comparison 
with which, my children, the 
midnight ride of Paul Revere, was 
as tame as the pitching of a rocking- 
horse in a boy’s nursery—on that 
history-making twelfth of August, 
of the year 1782, when these two 
backwoods riflemen, during that 
same Revolution, the Kentuckians 
then fighting a branch of that same 
British army, rushed out of Bryan’s 
Station for the rousing of the 
settlements and the saving of the 
West—hemp was growing tall and 
thick near the walls of the fort. 
Hemp in Kentucky in 1782— 
early landmark in the history of the 
soil, of the people. Cultivated first 


for the needs of the cabin and 
clearing solely; for twine and rope, 
towel and table, sheet and shirt. By 
and by not for cabin and clearing 
only; not for tow-homespun, fur- 
clad Kentucky alone. To the north 
had begun the building of ships, 
American ships for American 
commerce, for American arms, for 
anation which Nature had herself 
created and had distinguished as a 
sea-faring race. To the south had 
begun the raising of cotton. As the 
great period of shipbuilding went 
on—greatest during the twenty 
years or more ending in 1860; as 
the great period of cotton-raising 
and cotton-baling went on—never 
so great before as that in that same 
year—the two parts of the nation 
looked equally to the one border 
plateau lying between them, to 
several counties of Kentucky, for 
most of the nation’s hemp. It was in 
those days of the North that the 
Constitution was rigged with 
Russian hemp on one side, with 
American hemp on the other, for a 
patriotic test of the superiority of 
home-grown, home-prepared fibre; 
and thanks to the latter, before 


those days ended with the outbreak 
of the Civil War, the country had 
become second to Great Britain 
alone in her ocean craft, and but 
little behind that mistress of the 
seas. So that in response to this 
double demand for hemp on the 
American ship and hemp on the 
southern plantation, at the close of 
that period of national history on 
land and sea, from those few 
counties of Kentucky, in the year 
1859, were taken well-nigh forty 
thousand tons of the well-cleaned 
bast. 

What history it wrought in those 
years, directly for the republic, 
indirectly for the world! What 
ineffaceable marks it left on 
Kentucky itself, land, land-owners! 
To make way for it, a forest the like 
of which no human eye will ever see 
again was felled; and with the forest 
went its pastures, its waters. The 
roads of Kentucky, those long 
limestone turnpikes connecting the 
towns and villages with the farms— 
they were early made necessary by 
the hauling of hemp. For the sake of 
it, slaves were perpetually being 
trained, hired, bartered; lands 


perpetually rented and sold; 
fortunes made or lost. The 
advancing price of farms, the 
westward movement of poor 
families and consequent dispersion 
of the Kentuckians over cheaper 
territory, whither they carried the 
same passion for the cultivation of 
the same plant,—thus making 
Missouri the second hemp- 
producing state in the union, —the 
regulation of the hours in the 
Kentucky cabin, in the house, at 
the rope-walk, in the factory,— 


still see it here and there, crowning 
those ever-renewing, self renewing 
inexhaustible fields. But the time 
cannot be far distant when the 
industry there will have become 
extinct. Its place in the nation’s 
markets will be still further taken by 
metals, by other fibres, by finer 
varieties of the same fibre, by the 
same variety cultivated in soils less 
valuable. The history of it in 
Kentucky will be ended, and, being 
ended, lost.

what phase of life went unaffected 
by the pursuit and fascination of it. 
Thought, care, hope of the farmer 
oftentimes throughout the entire 
‘year! Upon it depending, it may be, 
the college of his son, the 
accomplishments of his daughter, 
the luxuries of his wife, the house 
he would build, the stock he could 
own. His own pleasures also: his 
deer hunting at home, his fishing on 
the great lakes, his excursions on 
the old floating palaces of the 
Mississippi down to New Orleans— 
all these depending in large 
measure upon his hemp, that 
thickest gold-dust of his golden. 
acres. 

With the Civil War began the long 
decline, lasting still. The record 
stands that throughout the 125 
years elapsing from the entrance of 
the Anglo-Saxon farmers into the 
wilderness down to the present 
time, a few counties of Kentucky 
have furnished army and navy, the 
entire country, with all but a small 
part of the native hemp consumed. 
Little comparatively is cultivated in 
Kentucky now. The traveller may 


March winds is no more heard in 
the tossing woods, but along still 
brown boughs a faint, veil-like 
greenness runs; when every 
spring, welling out of the soaked 
earth, trickles through banks of sod 
unbarred by ice; before a bee is 
abroad under the calling sky; before 
the red of applebuds becomes a 
sign in the low orchards, or the high 
song of the thrush is pouring forth 
far away at wet pale-green sunsets, 
the sower, the earliest sower of the 
hemp, goes forth into the fields. 
Warm they must be, soft and 
warm, those fields, its chosen 
birthplace. Upturned by the plough, 
crossed and recrossed by the 
harrow, clodless, levelled, deep, 
fine, fertile—some extinct river- 
bottom, some valley threaded by 
streams, some table-land of mild 
rays, moist airs, alluvial or 
limestone soils—such is the 
favorite cradle of the hemp in 
nature. Back and forth with 
measured tread, with measured 
distance, broadcast the sower 
sows, scattering with plentous hand 
those small oval-shaped fruits, 


gray-green, black-striped, heavily 
packed with living marrow. 

Lightly covered over by drag or 
harrow, under the rolled earth now 
they lie, those mighty, those inert 
seeds. Down into the darkness 
about them the sun rays penetrate 
day by day, stroking them with the 
brushes of light, prodding them 
with spears of flame. Drops of 
nightly dews, drops from the 
coursing clouds, trickle down to 
them, moistening the dryness, 
closing up the little hollows of the 
ground, drawing the particles of 
maternal earth more closely. 
Suddenly—as an insect that has 
been feigning death cautiously 
unrolls itself and starts into action— 
in each seed the great miracle of life 
begins. Each awakens as froma 
sleep, as from pretended death. It 
starts, it moves, it bursts its ashen 
woody shell, it takes two opposite 
courses, the white, fibril-tapered 
root hurrying away from the sun; 
the tiny stem, bearing its lance-like 
leaves, ascending graceful, brave 
like a palm. 

Some morning, not many days 
later, the farmer, walking out into 
his barn lot and casting a look in the 
direction of his field, sees—or does 
he not see?—the surface of it less 
dark. What is that uncertain flush 
low on the ground, that irresistible 
rush of multitudinous green? A 
fortnight, and the field is brown no 
longer. Overflowing it, burying it 
out of sight, is the shallow tidal sea 
of the hemp, ever rippling. Green 
are the woods now with their varied 
greenness. Green are the pastures. 
Green here and there are the fields: 
with the bluish green of young oats 
and wheat; with the gray green of 
young barley and rye: with orderly 
dots of dull dark green in vast 
array—the hills of Indian maize. But 
as the eye sweeps the whole 
landscape undulating far and near, 
from the hues of tree, pasture, and 
corn of every kind, it turns to the 
color of hemp. With that in view, all 
other shades in nature seem dead 
and count for nothing. Far 
reflected, conspicuous, brilliant, 
strange; masses of living emerald, 


saturated with blazing sunlight. 

Darker, always darker turns the 
hemp as it rushes upward: scarce 
darker as to the stemless stalks 
which are hidden now; but darker in 
the tops. Yet here two shades of 
greenness: the male plants paler, 
smaller, maturing earlier, dying 
first; the females darker, taller, 
living longer more luxuriant of 
foliage and flowering heads. 

A hundred days from the sowing, 
and those flowering heads have 
come forth with their mass of 
leaves and bloom and earliest fruits, 
elastic, swaying six, ten, twelve 
feet from the ground and ripe for 
cutting. A hundred days reckoning 
from the last of March or the last of 
April, so that it is July, it is August. 
And now, borne far through the 
steaming air floats an odor, 
balsamic, startling: the odor of 
those plumes and stalks and 
blossoms from which is exuding 
freely the narcotic resin of the great 
nettle. The nostril expands quickly, 
the lungs swell out deeply to draw it 
in: fragrance once known in 
childhood, ever in the memory 
afterward and able to bring back to 
the wanderer homesick thoughts of 
midsummer days in the shadowy, 
many-toned woods, over into which 
is blown the smell of the 
hempfields. 

Who apparently could number 
the acres of these in the days gone 
by? A land of hemp, ready for the 
cutting! The oats heavy-headed, 
rustling, have turned to gold and 
been stacked in the stubble or 
stored in the lofts of white, bursting 
barns. The heavy-headed, rustling 
wheat has turned to gold and been 
stacked in the stubble or sent 
through the whirling thresher. The 
barley and the rye are garnered and 
gone, the landscape has many bare 
and open spaces. But separating 
these everywhere, rise the fields of 
Indian corn now in blade and tassel; 
and—more valuable than all else 
that has been sown and harvested 
or remains to be—everywhere the 
impenetrable thickets of the hemp. 

Inpenetrable! For close together 
stand the stalks, making common 


cause for soil and light, each but 
one of many, the fibre being better 
when so grown—as is also the fibre 
of men. Inpenetrable and therefore 
weedless; for no plant life can 
flourish there, nor animal nor bird. 
Scarce a beetle runs bewilderingly 
through those forbidding colossal 
solitudes. The field-sparrow will 
flutter away from pollen-bearing to 
pollen receiving top, trying to 
beguile you from its nest hidden 
near the edge. The crow and the 
blackbird will seem to love it, having 
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those tiny seed these powerful 
stalks, hollow, hairy, covered with 
their tough fibre—that strength of 
cables when the big ships are 
tugged at by the joined fury of wind 
and ocean. And now some morning 
at the corner of the field stand the 
black men with hooks and 
whetstones. The hook, a keen, 
straight blade, bent at right angles 
to the handle two feet from the 
hand. Let these men be the 
strongest; no weakling can handle 
the hemp from seed to seed again.

akeen eye for the cutworm, its only 
enemy. The quail does love it, not 
for itself, but for its protection, 
leading her brood into its labyrinths 
out of the dusty road when danger 
draws near. Best of all winged 
creatures it is loved by the iris- 
eyed, burnish-breasted, murmuring 
doves, already beginning to gather 
in the deadened tree-tops with 
crops eager for the seed. Well 
remembered also by the long-flight 
passenger pigeon, coming into the 
land for the mast. Best of all wild 
things whose safety lies not in the 
wing but in the foot, it is loved by 
the hare for its young, for refuge. 
Those lithe, velvety, summer-thin 
bodies! Observe carefully the tops 
of the still hemp: are they slightly 
shaken? Among the bases of those 
stalks a cotton-tail is threading its 
way inward beyond the reach of its 
pursuer. Are they shaken violently, 
parted clean and wide to right and 
left? It is the path of the dog 
following the hot scent—ever 
baffled. 

A hundred days to lift out of 


A heart, the doors and walls of 
which are in perfect order, through 
which flows freely the full stream of 
a healthy man’s red blood; lungs 
deep, clear, easily filled, easily 
emptied; a body that can bend and 
twist and be straightened again in 
ceaseless rhythmical movement; 
limbs tireless; the very spirit of 
primeval man conquering primeval 
nature—all these go into the cutting 
of the hemp. The leader strides to 
the edge, and throwing forward his 
left arm, along which the muscles 
play, he grasps as much as it will 
embrace, bends the stalks over, and 
with his right hand draws the blade 
through them an inch or more from 
the ground. When he has gathered 
his armful, he turns and flings it 
down behind him, so that it lies 
spread out, covering when fallen 
the same space it filled while 
standing. And so he crosses the 
broad acres, and so each of the big 
black followers, stepping one by 
one to a place behind him, until the 
long, wavering, whitish green

My favorite herb 
after all these years still comes from 
Africa and Vietnam. 

I've smoked a lot of the “Skunk” that 
people bring around, but nothing will 
ever beat the superb high of sweet 
soaring pure cannabis sativa.

You have no reason to believe that 
African, Colombian or Vietnamese 
marijuana is organic. African, 
Colombian and Vietnamese pot may 
be more contaminated than indoor 
grown buds. The large plantation 
owners in Colombia certainly protect 
their farms from tropical pests using 
chemical herbicides-pesticides. 
There are no regulations observed 
concerning chemical use in either 
Colombia or central Africa. Vietnam 
still suffers from defoli 
Agent Orange, which were sprayed by 
US forces during the war. These 
poisons linger. 

The market obviously disagrees 
with you, too. Sinsemilla is the 
highest priced spread around. 
Typically, Thai sells for half the price 
of sinsemilla and Colombian may go 
for one-fourth the price. | have not 
seen much African or Vietnamese 
around, but most marijuana smokers 
would prefer fresh sinsemilla to the 
dried up African that occasionally 
cross America’s borders. 

Furthermore, when marijuana is 
measured for THC content, American 
sinsemilla typically rates higher than 
imported grasses.

I saw them 
on the TV camera anyway. So we turned 
the lights off in the hall. We set the tear 
gas going, and the guy shot himsel/ in the 
Jeg and ran out screaming. He was 
frightened. And we chased these fuckers 
away, man, That was the last time they 
came back. So we've had a lot of wars 
with these people. 

HT: This is the kind of stuff you're 
involved in now? 

‘AWW: Basically, yeah. 

HT: So you've gone from being an anti- 
war activist in the '60s to, how would I 
describe it? 

AJW: Researcher of neo-Nazis in the 
United States. The thing that always 
disturbed me about the left was its 
hatred for Israel. I could never 
understand that, but I did adopt an anti- 
Israel line for a while. But I never really 
believed it. 

Eventually this guy, Mordecai Levy, 
came around to exchange information 
on right-wing extremists like the Nazis 
and the KKK, and I started to talk to him. 
He was there to spy on us because he 
thought we were anti-Israel.

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change. 

Californians, as well as other 
Americans, would venture to 
Afghanistan, and Pakistan too, to 
find more and more of these indica 
strains. Since Californians as a state 
grew so much outdoors and there 
‘was so much product available the 
word about indica spread. 

By the early 1980s most people 
who smoked marijuana had heard 
about indica. Still, the majority of 
people had yet to smoke it. Aiso by 
the early '80s indoor grow rooms 
started to prosper. 

Once indica made its rounds, it 
became apparent that something 
was not right. Some people bitterly 
complained that “yeah, this stuff is 
very strong and powerful yet, | don’t 
really feel high on it.” The high was 
not like quality Colombian or 
Hawaiian. Knocked-out, lethargic, 
‘sleepy and heart-pounding, but no 
cerebral, trippy, flashiness. Others, 
like my friends Mark and Bubba, had 
never had a taste of a fine 
Colombian Santa Marta Gold or a 
really good Hawaiian prefer indica 
over sativa. They say they love 
indica because they enjoy being 
“fucked up, wasted, ripped, etc.” | 
never hear them say how “high” they 
are on indica. Not high like a good 
tropical sativa. Most smokers who. 
were old enough and lucky enough 
to be smoking 15-20 years ago 
usually don’t care for indica. On the 
other hand, people like Mark and 
Bubba live for it. According to them 
the stronger the indica, the better. 

In my first column (see HT Jan. 
1987) | said not only wouldn't | call 
for aban on indica like my 
predecessor “R” did, but | would like 
to see even more indica. |s this true? 
Does D.C. prefer it over sativa? 

First off, let me say that I much 
prefer a good sativa over any good 
indica. Remembering fondly my first 
couple of times tasting real 
Colombian Santa Marta Gold in the 
early '70s and thinking how high | 
got. I felt | was tripping ona 
psychedelic drug. Colombian Santa 
Marta Gold was my personal 
favorite. Anyone who has been lucky 
enough to have tasted this rich, thick, 
spicy, smoke knows what I’m talking 
about. 

So why do I want to see even more 
indica strains? Well, the main reason 
is the move most Americans have 


made indoors. Indica flourishes 
indoors and it produces a higher 
THC count in a shorter grow period. 
Indica’s round, fluffy buds usually 
have a bitter acrid or skunkish odor, 
compared to the thin, wispy, almost 
scraggly bud of sativa. So although 
we need more indica so more indoor 
growers can grow it, the reality is: 
Who wants to smoke it? Before all the 
hands go up saying “me, me,"| just 
wanna say there are a lot of people 
who dislike indica. But | still think we 
Need more indica strains. | will also 
say we need more and better sativa 
strains to cross into the indica so the 
final product looks like indica but 
gives a sativa high. Unfortunately, 
many growers indiscriminately cross 
strains of sativa and indica without 
realizing sometimes that they are 
losing their pure strains and making 
hybrids. 

What about cannabis ruderalis? Is 
this plant the “missing link” in the 
marijuana growing revolution or is it 
a plague we should stay clear away 
from? This is a problem | will go into 
in a future column. Suffice to say 
cannabis ruderalis has potential but 
in the wrong hands it could be a 
disaster! 

Getting back to the indica-sativas, 
one of my personal favorites is from 
Seattle. Called S-5, itis an Afghani 
crossed with a very fine Thai. The 
‘smell and taste of S-5is similar to a 
fruity Thai weed. The high is that of a 
‘strong Thai with just a hint of 
Afghani. The small roundish type of 
buds are usually picked at around 
eight weeks and are very resinous. 
When the resin glands are crushed 
they exude a real fruity Thai smell, 
Sticky to the touch. Anyone lucky 
enough to own this cutting is very 
lucky indeed. 

In future issues | will deal with 
genetic: pot (marijuana brought into 
the laboratory, put into tissue culture, 
and genetically manipulated to 
obtain 10 and even 100 times more 
THC and other active cannabinoid 
content); and “Mickies,” Mexican 
indicas that are becoming the “in” 
thing in imports (especially with so 
little good Thai or Jamaican around) 
I'll let you know just how these 
“Mickies” compete with our domestic 
strains. For mass-produced pot they 
are plenty strong. And I'm sure many 
other interesting topics will come up.

A Midnight Toker? 

This is the sort of guy who gets ap- 
pointed by the President tofilla joblike 
that: On the day last January when 
George Bush first trotted his broad- 
shouldered, sandy-haired Drug Czar 
before the Washington media, one of 
the scribes asked the President-elect 
if he was aware William Bennett was 
“a nicotine addict”—three packs a 
day, forsooth. Shamefaced, Bennett 
copped to it on the spot, and swore to 
kick himself smoke-free before his 
swearing-in a week hence.

Then in November 
1987, he was the Reagan flunky detail- 
ed to phone up potsmoking Supreme 
Court nominee Douglas Ginsburg, and 
ask him to please withdraw from con- 
tention. When the press corps then 
cross-examined Bennett for his own 
marijuana history, something rather 
different from a denial suddenly came 
out: “I will not join this procession of 


deprived of funding, Bennett contend- 
ed. “Why should we bother improving 
schools,” he said, “if our kids in them 
are committing brain suicide? 

The hard-line Republican 
Reaganauts despised the very notion 
of a Department of Education.

During the early days of rock ‘n’ roll, fans 
bought 78s, then 45s. Albums didn't mean 
much until the late “60s, and double albums 
were expensive novelty items, rorely 
released until the Beatles showed how 
many copies could be sold in ‘68. 

Not counting classical sets, show tunes, 
or adult crooners, the first double album 1 
can find evidence of is Jimmy's Happy, 
Jimmy's Blue (Ace, 1960), by forgotten 
teen idol Jirnmy Clanton. It was actually 
two LPs, available separately or together. ! 
doubt very much if many copies were sold 

ither way, as he was in-between top ten 

its that year. In’61, Vee Jay issued Jimmy 
Reed Live At Carnegie Hall a surprise 
double blues set. Atlantic's Ray Charles 
Story Vol. If was a double in’62. In‘64, 
‘Tomla issued The Miracles—Greotest Hits 
From The Beginning and two companies put 
out Beatlemania cash-in doubles: Capitol 
released The Beatles Story, which was 
nothing but talk, and Vee Jay put out The 
Beatles Vs. The Four Seasons (Vee Jay) 
with previously released songs by both 
groups. In’66, The Best Of Buddy Holly 
(Coral) wos a double by o guy who had been 
deod seven years. 

Bob Dylon broke all barriers in “66 with 
Blonde On Blonde, had a motorcycle 
accident, and disappeared. The Columbia 
release was the first double album of new, 
studio material, and included the first song 
to take up an entire side (“Sad Eyed Lody 
Of The Lowlands”). Three cuts were top 
forty hits (“Rainy Day Women #12 & 35”, 
"1 Want You”, and “Just Like A Woman”), 
The Stones responded by recording the 
longest track by a rock group, "Goin’ 
Home” (11:35 minutes), released on 
Aftermath. These events signatled major 
changes in the rock world, leading to 
previously unimagined excesses. In ‘67, 
‘The Mothers Of Invention became the first 


group to debut with « double, Freak Out 
(Verve), Recorded

Dylon’s set. It also included « marathon 
song that took up a whole side, “The 
Return Of The Son Of The Monster 
Magnet.” It didn’t sell as many copies as 
Dylon’s, or have any singles, despite being 
offered at a much cheaper price.

Golden Decade (Chess) and The Supremes’

released the uneven double White Album 
(Copitol) and even more groups followed. 
Probably the best double of the year was 
Electric Ladyland by the Jimi Hendrix 
Experience (Reprise), even though America 
got the censored cover, and Cream released 
the half-live Wheels of Fire (Atco). Both 
these supergroup trios broke up after their 
third double albums. Donovan borrowed on 
idea from Jimmy Clanton for A Gift From A 
Flower To A Garden/For Little Ones (Epic),

Auger and Julie Driscoll and Pentangle. 
Canned Heat had a dangerous idea with 
Living The Blues (Liberty). Both sides of 
‘one whole record contained the marathon 
“Retried Hocky Boogie,” a song they had 
already recorded a long version of. Moby 
Grape had another bad idea with Wow 
(Columbia). The album came shrink- 
wrapped with “Grope Jom,” a pretty useless 
“free” jam session with Al Kooper and 
Steve Stills. Capitol didn’t sell many copies 
of the double debut by the Sons of 
Champlin, called Loosen Up Naturally, and 
King released James Brown's first double, 
Live at the Apollo Vol. II. 

The most daring double set of 69 was 
Captain Beefheart’s Trout Mask Replica 
(Straight), made possible by Frank Zappa. 
Zappa's Mothers went jazzy for Uncle Meat 


(Bizarre) and the first double Elvis wos 
From Vegas to Memphis (RCA). The Who's 
Tommy (Decco) was billed as the first “rock 
opera.” While it was the first two record set 
rock opera, the Kinks (Arthur) and The 
Pretty Things (S.F. Sorrow) did it first. The 
Chicogo Tronsit Authority presented a 
double debut on Columbia and proceeded 
ta waste more vinyl than any group in 
history, with on endless series of multi- 
record sets. Some career-killing flabby 
doubles were Out Here by Love (Blue 
Thumb), Odessa by the Bee Gees (Atco) 
(the one with the fuzzy red cover), Freedom 
Suite by the Rascals (Atlantic), Love Is by 
the Animals (MGM), and worst of all, The 
Live Adventures of Al Kooper and Mike 
Bloomfield (Columbia), four sides of the 
most god-awful, out-of-tune music 
imaginable, Double greatest hits albums 
were issued by the Four Seasons and the 
‘Small Faces (in England only, 
unfortunately). 

The most influential double of ‘70 was 
Miles Davis’ crossover Bitches Brew, which 
he followed with the not so great Live at 
the Fillmore (both Columbia). Cost- 
effective double live albums became 
standard and we got them from The Doors, 
The Grateful Dead, Grand Funk, and 
Steppenwolf. Johnny Winter's Second 
Winter was the first three-sided set, and 
George Harrison's All Things Must Poss 
came ina box and hod a Moby Grope-style 
“free” jam album. Most people hated 
Dylan's Self Portrait, Ginger Baker's 
Airforce, ond Eric Burden ond War's Black 
‘Man's Burden. The Byrd's Untitled was half- 
live, Woodstock was a triple, and the 
following were doubles: Chicago II, Soft 
‘Machine Third, Loyla and James Brown's 
Sex Machine. 

At this point a law should have been 
passed against two, three, and more record 
sets (except for hits packages and work by 
certified geniuses), but people continued to 
throw away money on sets by Chicago, ELP, 
and inferior live sets by otherwise good 
artists. The last straw came in'75, nine 
years after Blonde On Blonde. Peter 
Frampton’s Frampton Comes Alive sold so 
many copies that they're still cluttering 
bins at Salvation Armies and Goodwill 
throughout the country, and Lou Reed made 
some kind of statement about the whole 
stupid multi-record trend with Metol 
Machine Music. What's the newest double

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The music of Syd Barrett is not the 
music of madness, depression, or 
failure. It is music that furrows 
your brow with its startling images 
and opens your eyes with its 
sparsely executed yet densely 
populated vision. In short, it is the 
music of wonder. 

For the benefit of those not well 
acquainted with Syd Barrett's 
music, it should be said that his 
later material, even more so than 
his work with “ The Pink Floyd” (as 
they were called way back when), is 
best described as an acquired 
taste. It takes more than one 
serious listen to appreciate Syd's 
sometimes arhythmic guitar 
strumming and his quavering, 
anguished vocals—both of which 
reflect, to some degree, the 
descent into mental illness which 
brought about his departure from 
the Floyd. But listen beyond those 
things and you will discover 


beautiful songs—at times 
perceptive, at times innocent, at 
times incomprehensible—which 
might only have been created by 
someone caught in that same 
descent. 

Now, for better or worse, the 
powers that be in the record 
industry seem hell-bent on making 
Barrett the Marc Bolan of the ‘80s. 
Following last year’s release of 
Syd's 1970 Peel session by Strange 
Fruit Records—the first release of 
“new” material since 1970—his 
visionary talent is again available, 
onan import album culled from 
the sessions which resulted in his 
two post-Floyd records, The 
Madcap Laughs and Barrett. 

Some of the 14 tracks on Ope/ 
(Harvest/EMI) have been available 
in bootleg form for years, like 
“Birdie Hop” and “Milky Way”; 
acoustic songs whose singsong 
rhythm and scenes of childlike 
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marvel present Syd as a 
psychedelic Lewis Carroll. The title 
track contains lyrics which are 
among Syd’s best: 


On a distant shore, miles from 
land/stands the ebony totem, in 
ebony sand/a dream in a mist of 
grey/on a far distant shore/The 
pebble that stood alone, and 
driftwood lies half buried/warm 
shallow waters sweep shells/so the 
cockles shine. 


Other new finds on Opel include 
“Dolly Rocker”, “Let's Split’, and 
the instrumental “‘Lanky Pt. 1". 
These one-take wonders not only 
demonstrate Syd’s innate ability to 
write catchy pop and wonderfully 
disjointed instrumentals, but also 
what a horror he must have been 
to produce; he’s heard stopping 
the song to turn the pages on 
which they're written, and matter- 
of-factly telling his producer that 
one of the songs doesn’t even 
have a title. 

Unfortunately, almost half of 
Opelis taken up with alternate 
and demo versions of previously 
released songs; a situation saved 
only by the wonderful outtake of 
“Wouldn't You Miss Me” (a/k/a 
“Dark Globe”), wherein the pain 
and loneliness in Syd’s voice 
portray the song instead of 
overwhelm it, as is the case with 
the version on Madcap. 

While Opel seems to exist to 
stem the tide of bootleg records 
bearing Syd’s name and thereby 
recoup some of the revenue lost by 
Harvest (hmm , revenue lost on 
something that offically didn’t 
exist for almost twenty years... 
somehow that doesn’t make 
sense), there is no denying the fact 
that Opel is an important record— 
not merely for the collector of Syd 
Barrett, but for those curious 
about the particular brand of 
psychedelia Syd helped pioneer— 
not just the psychedelia of 
feedback and wailing guitars, but 
the psychedelia stemming from 
the innermost recesses of one 
man’s mind; a tortured, lonely, and 
brilliantly creative mind which 
shone all too bright in its short- 
lived prime and burned itself out 
before its full potential could be 
realized. @

BAKERSFIELD UBER ALLES—In 15 
years of writing about music, the only 
genuine superstar ever to call me at 
home to say he liked what I wrote was 
Buck Owens (class act that he is). He 
also invited me to his gig in NYC, 
where he was Dwight Yoakam's 
special guest; he appeared mid-set 
brandishing the late Don Rich's 
silver-flecked Telecaster and wowed 
‘em with his seven song mini-set that 
included a blazing guitar solo on "I've 
Got a Tiger by the Tail”. 

Anyway, Buck's got a new LP out, 
back on his old label (Capitol), and 
it's sure a good ‘un. Hot Dog, the cover 
of which has Buck grinning from the 
parking lot railing of LA's Tail of the 
Pup tubesteak stand, is made up 
mostly of remakes of his old tunes 
like "Hot Dog”, which he cut for the 
Pep label back in ‘57 under the name 
of Corky Jones (the flip side was 
called "Rhythm & Booze", which’d 
make a good title for his next LP). But 
the majority of Hot Dog is Buck 
Owens-style honky tonkers like "Don’t 
Let Her Know”, "A-11", "Second 
Fiddle”, Harlan Howard's "Keys in the 
Mailbox", and “Put a Quarter in the 
Jukebox", the only new Buck tune here 
and anall-time classic for my two 
cents. My only complaint is producer 
Jim Shaw's insistence on putting too 
much echo on the drums for the 
rockers. (Why do drums have to be the 
loudest instrument on every record. 
nowadays? What sounds good for 
Run-DMC doesn't quite make sense 
ona country disc.) Anyways, go buy 
this record; maybe we won't have to 
wait 15 years for the follow-up. @
